Geologists to Aid County In 130 Law Suits
Supervisor Burton W. Chare 

today reported employment of 
the Stone GeolociraL Service, 
Inc., as consulting geologists to 
asist. the county in the pending 
Portuguese Bend litigation, af­ 
fecting Palos Verdes property 
owners. * ,

There is a total of 130 sepa­ 
rate lawsuits seeking damages 
totaling more than $12,000,000 
against the county. Property 
owners charge that construction 
of Crenshaw Blvd. and Palos 
Verdes Drive South caused the 
reactivation of an ancient land­ 
slide at this. Portuguese Bend 
location.

County counsel has Insisted 
that the slides were caused pri­ 
marily by natural causes and 
the fact that all of the houses 
built were provided with no 
sewers.

Cross-complaints have also 
been filed by both the county 
and the individual property 
owners against the Palo.s Ver- 
cios Properties and Palos Vor- 
des Corporation, developrrs of 
the area, charging fraud in al-

legedly concealing the exist­ 
ence of the landslide condition 
from purchaser of home slips 
and from the county when the 
right-of-way for the two high­ 
ways in question were donated 
to the county.

Fee to be paid Dr. Stone will 
be $150 per diem and $100 per 
day for services of any addi­ 
tional geologists used in col­ 
lecting data and assisting in 
the work.
